Matter of an Incinerator Has Been
Before Council for Some

Time.

Provided suitable terms can be ne-
gotiated, the city will soon have an
incinerator or garbage crematory.
Upon receipt of a report of the com-
mittee of sanitary affairs, city coun-
cil, in regular monthly session yea-
terday afternoon, adopted a resolu-
tion authorizing the mayor and city
clerk to close a coutract for the
erection of a garbage incinerator. j

This is a matter whick has been
before council for several weeks, and
at various times representatives ot
crematories, particularly the Nye
Odorless Garbage Creamatory coin-
pany, of Macon, Ga., have been here
for the purpose of appearing before
councll in the matter.

The commities on sanitary affairs
reported that after investigation they
had found the inciherator put out by |
the Macon, Oa., concern the cheapest
to be had. The committes reportad
further that they belleved the city
needed an Incinerator, but hesitatedy
about recommending the purchase of |
one at this time.

At this juncture Mayor Godfrey
took occasion to give council the
benefit of some ibteresting and In-
structive data with reference to tha |
city’s finances, and the outlay o
money thet would be necessary to
carry out work which had already
been -authorized. The mayor stated
that he did not wish to see council
spend go much money ali in its first
yelr, g0 that it would have to re-
trench during the second year aad
bring public improvements almost to
a standstill. .

Finally the crematory matter was
bréught to a head by Alderman Car-
ter offering a resolution to the effect
that “tle mayor and city clerk be
authorized to contract for the erec-
Uon of a garbage incinerator provided
the price is nof more than $4,000 and
it can be had on the followlng terma:
$500 upon completition and approval
of plant, and the balance in annual
instaliments of $500 at 5 per cent in-
terest.”

The committee on sanitary matters
will take up with the Macon concern
the matler of these térms, and if gat-
isfactory arrangements can be made
an incinerator will be erect/d here.
